Just a year ago (on June 20th, 
1628) the hospital opened its doors, 
‘fully equipped and ready to admin- 
ister help to the sick and needy and 
three hours after the opening, the 
first patient was taken in. Indeed not 


hospital was filled and extra beds 
had to be ordered to meet the demand 
for accommodation there. 

Since that time some 210 patients 
have entered its portals of relief, 
at times as many as twenty being 
under treatment, while the smallest 
Lumber at any time has been seven 
patients. At this writing there are 
18 patients being cared for. 

The question was often asked—“Do 
we need a hospital?” but “How did 
‘ve ever get along without it?” would 
be much more pertinent. And we all 
wonder! Eighty-eight maternity 
cases have been cared for during this 
first year; with a record of eight-one 
babies alive and well. In addition to 
ordinary cases of sickness, 27 major 
cperations and 32 minor ones have 


From June 21 to December 31, 1928 
the ‘institution had 2488 hospital days 
while from Jan. 1 to June 20, 1929 
2722 hospital days were shown-— 
un increase of 244 hospital days in 
the second six months of operation. 
The lowest number of hospital days 
in the one month was 209, and the 
largest 604. The hospital has not only 
.sken care of those desiring attention 
in its own hospital district, but pa- 
ticnts have been treated from many 
cutside points such as Irma, Edger- 
ton, Chauvin, Hughenden, etc. 

The equipment has been added to 
from time to time, as the need arose, 
and now it is as thoroughly and ef- 
ficiently staffed and equipped as any 
that can be found. An x-ray machine 
ras been ordered and is now on its 
|\wuy here. This will soon be ready to 
'sorve those in need of its peculiar 
services. 

Several times since its opening it 
has been proven that the present 
building is too small. Many times 
the Hospital Board has realised this 
|but the district can be truly thank 
ful that it has such an _ institution 
here which has proven the great bene 
fit which this has to all and sundry. 

Some day in the near future, the 
bospital building will have to be add- 
<4 to, and it is to be hoped that when 
that time comes no opposition will be 
evinced, but that support to the 
scheme will be freely and fully given 
by all. The addition is needed, now 
a'most as badly as the hospital was 
ueeded in the first place.
